The earlier hatching campaign is pro-

gressing nicely, and your county agent
is now able to inform you where you can
get your own eggs hatched, or can buy
day-ol- d chicks nearby. This feature
works entirely to your advantage; you
have no delay or transportation diffi-
culties and the chicks arrive in better
ehape. Why not patronize your own
local industries ?

Distant pastures arc not always the
greenest, neither are distant poultry
plants always the best to fill, your wants.
Your chances are better, or as good,
for getting eggs or chicks from good lay-
ers here in Vermont as the average flock
outside the state, because over 12,000
birds have been culled in the state this
fall. In other words, the elimination of
over 5,000 drones in Vermont flocks
means that your chances are better for
getting eggs or chicks from as good lay-
ers as the average flock elsewhere, where
in some instances the flocks have not
been culled ai all.

Another point in your favor is that
these people in Vermont have been told
how to mate up their breeders for better
ecig production. You can reap the bene-
fit of this culling as well a the owners.
